ASI: STUDENTS GET OUT AND VOTE

Last semester, Associated Students, 
Inc. President John Haberstroh spent 
most of his time trying to get students 


to vote for him in the next ASI election. 


This semester, however, he’s asking 
students to vote in a different election. 
Haberstroh was one of many speak- 


ers who kicked off ASI’s “49er’s Vote” 
campaign that aims to register 4,900 
students for the Nov. 6 election. 

“That comes out to just under 15 
percent of the school population,” 
Haberstroh said. “So it’s quite ap am- 
bitious goal, but I’m optimistic that we 
can achieve it.” 

The event included speeches. from 
Long Beach Mayor Bob Foster, State 
Assembly Members Ricardo Lara (D- 
Bell Gardens) and Bonnie Lowenthal 
(D-Long Beach), which took place at 


the Speaker’s Platform from noon to 
ep siaesi te 

“I’m asking you to think beyond just 
this election,” Foster said during his 
speech. “Think to the next eight, nine, 
ten elections that will really change 
the face of this country, will shape this 
country and will say a lot about the 
character of our society in the future.” 

Haberstroh and President F. King 
Alexander also discussed Proposition

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Students slide into the business world

CSULB’s annual 
Innovation Challenge.

Nearly eight years ago, the idea came 
to Cal State Long Beach alumnus Mat- 
thew Martin after weeks of listening to 
his mom’s squeaky closet door. 

Martin and his best friend, senior ac- 
counting major Ryan Beck, used that 
idea to win first place and $10,000 in the 
CSULB annual Innovation Challenge 
in April. For the challenge, Martin and 


Beck submitted details and plans for’ 


their company, Glyde Tech, as well as an 
invention that fixes squeaky doors. 
However, the $10,000 prize didn’t 
come in the form of cash or check. In- 
stead, it came in professional advice, 


services and contacts that would help 
the two students get their company up 
and running. 

Built with household tools in his own 
backyard, Martin said his inverition 
uses “permanent magnetism to reduce 
frictional drag on moveable objects,” 
such as sliding doors and windows. It 
can make a 100-pound door feel like it 
weighs 30 pounds, he said. It also im- 
proves security and insulation, and it 
can be applied to existing appliances. 

Although Martin had built a work- 
ing prototype the day after he had the 
dream, building a marketable and prof- 
itable company has taken much longer. 

“J can tell you, winning the competi- 
tion was one thing, but starting an ac- 
tual business is something completely 
different,” Beck said. “Now that we are 
free to do what we want with the com- 
pany, there are no guidelines anymore.” 

Beck met Martin at the beginning of 
the fall 2010 semester in information 
systems 301, a business communica- 
tions class. While working together on 
multiple class projects, they quickly be- 


came best friends. ; 2 

Then that December, on an end-of- 
the-semester snowboarding trip, Mar- 
tin approached Beck with a business 
proposal, but Beck wanted nothing to 
do with it. 

_“He approached me again and 
told me the invention, and I basically 
thought it was the stupidest idea ever,” 
Beck said. 

But when Beck learned more about 
the Innovation Challenge, he got on 
board. Together, they spent 2,000 hours 
throughout the next year preparing for 
the challenge and entered the competi- 
tion as one of the 21 teams. 

They were eliminated without mak- 
ing it to the final four but when one of 
the teams dropped out, the duo was 
next in line. 

Now they spend most of their time 
trying to get the company up and run- 
ning. Martin graduated last spring but 
Beck is still trying to balance the busi- 
ness and school. : 

‘T’'m hitting roadblock after road- 
block after roadblock,” Beck said. “The

other day, I’m talking to the CEO’s and 
sales directors of these manufacturing 
companies. Like, ‘Hi, I’m Ryan Beck. 
I’m a nobody but I have something you 
might be interested in.” 

Last week, they found success when 


they took their product on the road to a 
convention in Vegas. 

“The response that we got from com- 
panies was incredible,” Martin said. 
“We found several companies that are 
interested in licensing our product.” 


Long Beach gets poor grades for beach quality 


Five beaches were found 
to have high levels of 
bacterial pollution.

Students heading out to the beach 
may want‘o steer clear of the water. 

According to Heal the Bay’s Beach 
Report Card, five local Long Beach 
beaches are currently under advisory 


warnings due to high levels of bacterial 
pollution that may cause stomach flu, 
colds and skin rashes. 

Coronado Avenue, Prospect. Av- 
enue, Granada Avenue, 10th Place and 
50 yards West of Belmont Pier are the 
same five beaches that were listed with 
an “A” grade by the same organization 
only one week prior. 


Heal the Bay’s Beach Report Card = 


grades more than 500 California beach- 
es based on data derived from a city’s. 
water quality reports. The beaches are 
graded A to F after considering on bac- 
terial levels and the impending risk of 
illness.

The Health’ Department’s Environ- 
mental Health Water Quality Monitor- 
ing Program collects weekly samples 
for the City of Long Beach, according 
to the city’s website. The samples are 
analyzed at the Department of Health 
and Human Services Public Lab, and 
results are usually posted within 24 
hours. - 

State standards allow a set amount 
of bacteria per 100 milliliters of water, 
Mike Grimmer, program manager for 
Heal the Bay’s Beach Report Card, said. 
When a sample shows an abnormally 
high amount of bacteria, the water is 
retested until it meets state standards.

The online reports for the months of 
August and September show three-day 
blocks of analyses during which the 
bacterial levels rise and fall drastically. 
The beach at 56th Place on bayside had 
more than ten times the allowed level of 
bacterial pollution on Sept.:5, and the 
next day had an open beach rating with 
levels far below state standards. How- 
ever, it is common to see an off sample, 
Grimmer said. 

“When drastic swings in bacterial 
levels start to become a trend, it’s a red 
flag,” he said. 

Undeclared . sophomore Emelie 
Holst, an international student from 
Sweden, said she came to California 
to study because she had grown up 
watching movies and dreamed of be-

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30, which they said is critical to the 
CSU system. 

“If Prop. 30 does not pass, the 
CSU will automatically be-hit with 
a $250 million budget cut, and that 
will equate to about $21 million for 
this campus alone,” Haberstroh said. 
“TThat] $21 million is basically the 
equivalent of shutting down the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts ... It’s like hav- 
ing a gun to our heads.” 

Alexander also described the bud- 
get cut as “another blow” to the CSU. 

“It means that the CSU will have 
taken a 39 percerit reduction over 
the last two years,” Alexander said. 
“One of the largest, if not the largest, 
reductions in the United States. This 
is what’s at stake ... your educational 
services, the class sizes you have, the 
number of classes that are offered, 
your tuition and fees for next year.” 

Lowenthal said voting gives stu- 
dents control and stressed the need to 

_reach out to as many people as pos-

As part of the “49er’s Vote” cam- 
paign, ASI will be hosting voter reg- 
istration tables across campus several 
times leading up to Oct. 22, which is 
the last day to register to vote in the 
Nov. 6 election. Students will also be 
able to cast their vote at the Univer- 
sity Student Union on Election Day. 

Freshman anthropology major Di- 
ane Mendoza said the convenience of 
an on campus voting booth will likely 
encourage more students to take the 
time to cast a ballot. 

“T think it’s very convenient, be- 
cause you can do it between classes, 
and it gives students no excuse not to 
vote,” Mendoza said.

Cal State Long Beach’s “Lost &

The Property Office will host a 
campus-wide auction of items from 
CSULB’s lost and found locations on 
Wednesday from 11:30 a.m. to 1:30 
p.m. at the Friendship Walk. 


Students, faculty and staff will 
be able to purchase items ranging 
from calculators to purses and bicy- 
cles. : 

According to Michelle Baker, 
process improvement specialist at 


~CSULB, all items will be sold “as is” 


on a cash-and-carry basis only. A por- 
tion of the auction time, from 12:15 to 
1 p.m., will also be-dedicated to selling 
about 30 bikes, Baker said. 

Baker said the event is designed to 
promote sustainability and reutiliza- 
tion amongst students, and the auction 
will not be. conducted to generate a 


- profit. 


“The auction/sale proceeds are 
used for personnel services, operating 
expenses and equipment expenses as- 
sociated with the sale/auction,” Baker 
said via email. 

Many of the items for sale came 
from the Student Recreation and Well- 


ness Center, Baker said. 

There are seven lost and found loca- 
tions where items can be dropped off, 
including the lost and found main of- 
fice, which is located on lower campus 
near the Facilities Management and 
Mail Services offices and the Univer- 
sity Library. 

Senior business management major 
Edwin Jimenez said he was skeptical 
of the quality of the items in the auc- 
tion. 

“To be honest ..., [it] sounds like a 
thrift store, so I don’t know what to ex- 
pect,” he said. 

Junior journalism major Gisela Me- 
rino said it was “disheartening that 
items had been lost” but that she was 
considering purchasing a bike for the 
right price. 

Any leftover items from the auction 
will be donated to Goodwill, accord- 
ing to Baker. 


CATS 
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been here since the university opened 
in 1949, They were originally from 
Bixby Ranch.” 

Burstein volunteers her time 
through CSULB’s Beach Cats, a group 
of volunteers and faculty who dedicate 
their time to caring for the feral cats. 
The group has operated since the uni- 
versity’s opening. eas 

According to Burstein, the cats 
are fed once a day at six secret loca- 


. tions throughout campus. In addition 


to giving them fresh food and water, 
Burstein gives the cats anti-parasite 
medication. 


“We donate our time and money, 


*“[up to $5,000 per year],” Burstein 


said. “We also care for any cat that’s 
injured.” 

Coyotes and cars are the cats’ pri- 
mary enemies, Burstein said. A few 
die every year from either animal at- 
tacks or car collisions. 

Still, injuries among the cats do not 
occur often, and Burstein said she is 
dedicated to preserving the safety of 
all cats. If, for some reason, a cat is not 
fit to live on campus anymore, Beach 
Cats will help put the animal in a no- 
kill shelter, Burstein said. 

Beach Cats also actively enforces 
the Trap, Neuter and Return program. 
Burstein estimates that before the 
TNR program was initiated, more than 
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100 cats lived on campus. 

Now the population hovers around 30 
because all female cats on campus have 
been spayed, according to Burstein. 

Burstein feeds the cats on campus 
five times a week, and pays for all 
food, water and medication out-of- 
pocket. 

“Wherever there is food, you'll find 
a feral cat,” Burstein said. “They are 
street-wise; their lives depend on it.” 


The volunteer said she enjoys dedi- - 


cating so much time to CSULB’s cat 
population. 

“This is totally giving,” she said. 
“It’s the reward of knowing that I’m 
doing something good ... It means 
supporting God’s creation. It’s pure 
charity with no tax deductions.” 
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diagnosed with type 1 diabetes, a 
high-maintenance condition that can 
cause adverse health affects if not 
treated properly and timely. 

“I don’t remember life without dia- 
betes,” Romero said. © 

Every summer after the diagnosis, 


- Romero has attended the Bearskin 


Meadow Camp at Kings Canyon Na- 


tional Park, a summer camp hosted by 


the Diabetic Youth Foundation (DYF), 
which educates kids with the disease. 

One year at camp, Romero saw 
something that would forever change 
the way she managed her condition. 
Another girl at camp suffered a seizure 
right in front of Romero because she 
was unaware that her blood glucose 
level was so high. 

“Once I saw it, it hit me as a reality,” 
Romero said. 

Type 1 diabetes causes a defi- 
ciency of the hormone insulin, which 
can raise blood glucose levels. If not 
treated properly, diabetes can lead to 
seizures, strokes, blindness and even 
heart disease. 

After the incident, Romero and her 
family proceeded to seek out ways 
to help maintain her condition. After 
they weighed out their options, they 
decided that a service dog would be a 


good fit to help her monitor her blood 
glucose level. 

Shortly thereafter, Romero was in- 
troduced to Wrigley. 

“T was actually able to train [Wrig- 
ley] myself,’ Romero said. “[At camp] 
they taught me how to train her once a 
week for two months.” 

Wrigley was specially trained to 
sense when Romero’s blood glucose 
level rises too high and alert her. 

“If that happens, she’ll paw my leg 
to let me know,” Romero said. “It kind 
of hurts, but that’s okay.” 

Now Wrigley stays with Romero at 
all times, something that helps Rome- 
ro to meet new people quite often. 

“A lot of people are really curious 
about her, and that’s how we start talk- 
ing,” she said. 

Now that she’s older, Romero said she 
looks forward to returning to the DYF 
summer camp but for a different reason. 

“At this point, it’s really about giv- 
ing back to them the same opportu- 
nities and life lessons that I learned 
there,” she said. “One of the things 
they instill in everyone is that you 
aren’t your disease. It doesn’t define 
who you are. You are a person who has 
the disease but it’s not who you are.” 

Romero said that its important to 
remember that a disease can’t define a 


_ person or deter that person from doing 


anything. 
“Tt is what you make it,” she said.

The threat of war is responsible for the unrest in the Middle East 


Last week, the film “Innocence of Muslims” 
set areas in the Middle East world on fire. Four 
Americans were killed in Libya and rioting and 
violent demonstrations against the U.S. followed 
soon after. 

The media coverage of the events have largely 
focused on a religious angle — that conserva- 
tive Muslims are upset because of the Prophet 
Mohammed’s portrayal and have thus acted out 
violently. 

This is true. 

~ The film triggered religious-based anger, but to 
attribute the violence to religion alone is to miss 
the larger context of what is happening in the 
Middle East. 

It is not a coincidence that a war-torn, impover- 
ished region of the world is home to the religious 
furor being seen. It is the only environment in 
which that mindset can exist. 

There is a documented decline of religious 
beliefs in western nations that has coincided with

As people invest themselves in hobbies, 
acquire goods to make their lives more 
comfortable and live in a safe, well-defined 
society, the drive to invest time and energy 
into religion decreases.

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Backlash from hate-filled Youtube videos can have a global effect 


When I first read about this developing story, I 
had to read the article over again. Nothing about 
it made any sense. 

The story of chaos spreading across the 
Middle East went viral after a 14-minute 
trailer from a low-budget American film 
called “Innocence of Muslims” depicted the 
Prophet Mohammed in a demeaning and per- 
verse light. : 

Muslim extremists took to the streets and 
attacked U.S. Embassies in various Muslim 
countries, such as Egypt, Tunisia and Ye- 
men, with the most deadly attack on the U.S. 
Embassy in Libya. Four Americans, including 
the U.S. Ambassador to Libya Chris Stevens, 
were killed. ; 

The incredible aspect of this story is not the 
Christian right-wing extremists behind the 
production or the Rev. Terry Jones promoting 
the film. The same Jones had threatened to burn 


the Koran in Florida, sparking deadly riots in 
Afghanistan in 2010 and 2011. 
The surpise element of the story also does 


-not come from the film’s creator Sam Bacilie, 
_ who, according to ABC News, does not have any 


records proving his existence.’ 

The jaw-dropping aspect of this explosive 
story lies in the fact that this 
upheaval of violence by some in 
the Muslim world was triggered 
by a trivial, tacky, poorly acted 
film, promoted by Christian 
extremists. : 

This seemingly inconsequential posting of a 
random movie trailer, despite its tasteless nar- 
rative, reveals how easily extremists from both 
Christian and Muslim worlds can flip global 
politics on its head. This unfortunate series of 
events seems to show that any nut job, anywhere 
in the world with access to a cheap video camera

and internet connection, can potentially ignite 
an international conflict. 

The violent reaction to the movie trailer 
reveals how the speed and global connectivity 
of YouTube and the Internet enables anyone 
in the world, despite how irrational or bigoted 
their views may be, to stir emotions that are 
strong enough to rock the 
international community. 

World leaders, diplomats and 
citizens of the world are left 
scratching their heads in utter 
disbelief, wondering how a 
random clip of viral video has left four Ameri- 
cans dead. 

The violence and protests are not from any 
U.S. diplomatic misstep or a perceived militaris- 
tic maneuvering by the U.S. in the Middle East 
or a U.S. foreign policy blunder. Yet, America 
still finds itself in the midst of a very real foreign 


policy disaster. 

Worse yet, it was something that the U.S. could 
not have foreseen or prevented. 

Despite the U.S. and others in the Arab world’s 
best efforts to reach a peaceful relationship, much 
progress is now eroding due to the simple upload- 
ing of a YouTube video. 

Ifthe Arab Spring was the best example of the 
way in which technology, the Internet and global 


cohesiveness can be used towards the collective 


good, the current situation in the Middle East is 
clearly the opposite of such a notion. 
This is a wake-up call of how even the most 


‘fickle and ridiculous YouTube clip can not only 


result in international conflict but also possibly 
change the face of foreign policy for the U.S. and 
the rest of the world forever.

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Joaquin Phoenix returns better than ever in “The Master” 


Paul Thomas Anderson’s 
new film is based loosely on 
Scientology.

Acclaimed writer and director Paul Thomas 
Anderson has not released a film since 2007’s 
“There Will Be Blood,” an atmospheric powder 
keg of a movie, which featured a remarkable per- 
formance from Daniel Day Lewis. 

After almost five years, Anderson’s follow-up 
“The Master” has finally been released, and fans 
with undoubtedly high expectations will finally be 
able to see what he’s come up with this time. 

“The Master” stars Joaquin Phoenix as Fred- 
die Quell, a psychologically damaged former 
World War II soldier with an unhealthy obsession 
with sex. He is also an alcoholic who experiences 
blackouts and occasional fits of rage, which makes 


it nearly impossible for him to hold down a job. 

Gaunt, skinny and disheveled, Phoenix’s por- 
trayal of Quell is mesmerizing. Everything from 
his awkward arm movements to his strange speech 
patterns and facial tics make you forget that he’s 
even-acting at all. 

From the early scene, during which Quell dry- 
humps a woman, his war buddies have crafted out 
of sand, first jokingly and then with disturbing in- 
tensity, it is clear that this man has serious issues. 

After losing a few jobs due to his outbursts and 
having no luck with traditional psychologists, he 
finds his way to Lancaster Dodd (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman) a self-proclaimed “writer, doctor, nucle- 
ar physicist and theoretical philosopher,” who has 
started a cult-like movement called “The Cause” 
which promises to help people by connecting them 
to their past lives. : 

It is no secret that Anderson has based Hoff- 
man’s character on L. Ron Hubbard, the creator 
of Scientology. Dodd’s book, “The Cause,” is very 
similar to Hubbard’s 1950 self-help book, “Dianet- 
ics: The Modern Science of Mental Health,” which 
began the religion that has dominated the tabloids 


as of late. 

Hoffman’s performance is fantastic, and it is 
easy to see why someone in Quell’s position would 
get wrapped up in his stories of past lives and his 
system of “processing” that hypnotizes people by 
bombarding them with short-answer questions. 

The scenes in which Dodd’s writing or practices 
are brought into question are some of the most en- 
joyable in the film. Dodd explodes with anger at 
even the slightest hint of criticism, which shows 
that maybe he’s not as well put-together as his fol- 
lowers seem to believe. 

Dodd’s relationship with Quell goes beyond fa- 
ther-son or even mentor-protégé. As the film goes 
on it almost seems like a love story. Quell is in 
constant search of someone to look up to who can 
give his life meaning, whether he believes in it or 
not. Dodd enjoys his ability to control Quell, and - 
feels like if he can cure Quell’s anger and frustra- 
tion, he may be able to better control his own. 

Unfortunately, at close to 2 % hours long, the 
film seems drawn out in the third act, as Quell flip 
flops back and forth between belief and skepti- 
cism. The uncertainty and ambiguity of the char- 


acters are almost certainly intentional, but it feels 
disappointing in the end when it’s not entirely 
clear what has changed. 

“The Master” may not be the modern master- 
piece that “There. Will Be Blood” is, but it man- 
ages to be a fascinating character study between a 
broken man who wants to believe and a confident 
man who claims to have all the answers. The film 
doesn’t answer many of the questions that it brings 
up, leaving us ‘wanting more, much like Quell 
wanted more from “The Cause.” This may be the

Overall, “Revolution” has an inter- 
esting premise but fails to deliver.

The writers of “Revolution” should 
have learned from past mistakes made 
by shows like “Flashforward” and 
“The Event,” which tried using the J.J.

sey, who had a team-high 16 kills and 
15 ‘digs en route to her second career 
double-double. 

The match also featured the return of 
sophomore middle blocker Alma Serna, 
who had been out with an ankle injury 
since the first set of the season. She pro- 
vided nine kills, one block and seven 
block assists in her first game back. 

The Beach then. played twice on 
Saturday, starting with a straight-set 
victory over Northern Illinois. Aign- 
er-Swesey led the ‘Niners over the 
Huskies (9-7) with a season-high 18 
kills on .429 hitting and junior setter 
Tara Roenicke provided 37 assists to 
go along with five kills and eight digs.

Pepperdine sinks 49ers’ 
hopes for undefeated year

The ninth-ranked Long Beach State 
men’s water polo team faced its first splash 
of adversity at the NorCal Tournament 
this weekend at Stanford University. 

Pepperdine became the first team to 
defeat the 49ers this season after the 
team got off to a 6-0 start. The Waves 
entered the tournament ranked just 
ahead of The Beach at No. 8 nationally. 

In what promised to be the most an- 
ticipated matchup thus far in the young 
season, the Waves fended off a late 
charge by the 49ers and pulled out a 
9-8 victory. The loss sent LBSU to the 
consolation bracket, delaying further 
opportunity for The Beach to square 
off with its Mountain Pacific Sports 
Federation rivals. 

The ‘Niners (9-1) managed to rattle 
off victories in the final three games of 
the tournament, bouncing back strong 
from defeat to secure the ninth spot in 
the field of 16. They crushed Pomona- 
Pitzer for the second time this season 
before defeating No. 12 UC Davis and 
No. 10 Loyola Marymount on Sunday. 

In the match against Pepperdine, 
the 49ers fell behind early, as they con- 


. ceded the first four goals of the game. 


Nolan McConnell’s goal with 26 sec- 
onds remaining in the first half cut the 
deficit to 5-3, giving his team a chance 


to stage a second half comeback. 

The Waves (5-2) were in no rush to 
let The Beach back into the game. After 
a Spencer White goal brought LBSU to 
within two for the second time, Pepper- 
dine responded with another 4-0 run. 
The Waves lead reached five by the 
midway point of the fourth quarter. A 

. late scoring run resulted in an instance 
of too little, too late for the 49ers. 

Following their decisive victory 
against Pomona-Pitzer (0-10), the “Nin- 
ers narrowly defeated UC Davis (5-3), 
10-9, in a game that saw them escape 
after building a sizable lead. Dan Matu- 
lis led the 49ers with four goals, the last 
of which gave the team an 8-3 advan- 
tage just minutes into the third quarter. 

LBSU held a similar five-goal lead 
midway through the fourth, but four un- 
answered goals by the Aggies inside the 
final three minutes made for a less-than- 
comfortable end tothe game. 

The Beach pulled out another close 
win in its final match against LMU (3- 
3), as the Lions gave the 49ers all they 
could handle. John Mikuzis’ goal with 
5:37 remaining tied the game at 7 and 
Matulis provided the heroics, firing 
home the game-winning shot with 3:30 
left. McConnell scored on the 49ers 
next possession, giving the team a 9-7 
lead that stood up as the final tally. 

The Beach will break in the campus 
pool on Saturday at noon, when it hosts 
its alumni game. Regular season action 
will resume Sept. 27, when the 49ers 
play their home opener against Navy.
